O’* Wednefday the 1ftof May, the Commons read the 
firft, and order’d to be read a fecond Time, a Rill 
to enable the Commiffioners of the Treafury to compound wi th 
George Townfend, and cthers, late Lommiffioners for li 
cenfing Hawkers, Pedlars, and Petty Chapmen, for a Debt t 
they fiand charged with to the Crown. Then a Bill for 
granting an Aid to his Majefty, by Sale of Annuities to the 
Bank of England, ©&c. was read a fecond Time, and 
committed to a Committec of the whole Houfe:; . after 
which, the Houfe refolving itfelf into the faid Commit- 
tee, and having confider’d of Ways and Means for raifing 
the Supply, came to the two following Refolutions, viz. 
yf?, That his Majefty be enabled to raife a Sum not 
exceeding Five hundred thoufand Pounds, by Loans or 
Exchequer Bills, to be charged on the firft Aids or Supe 
plies to be granted in the next Seffion of Parliament. 
2dly, That the Subfidies, and other Duties payable 
upon Wine Lees, imported from and after the 29th Day 
of September next, fhall ceafe and determine ; and in 
lieu thereof there. fhall be. payable to his Majetty the 
dame Subfidies, Impofitions, and other Duties, as are 
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now payable on the Importation of Wines into this 
Kingdom, according to the feveral and refpettive 
Growths thereof, 

Thefe Refolutions being, the next Day, (May 2.) re- 
ptrted, were agreed to by the Houfe, and it was ordered 
that a Biil or Bills be brought in thereupon. The 
fame Diy, the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms prefented 
to the Houfe, 1/7, An Account of what Sums that have 
been recovered againft Perfons for Duties or Penalties 
for Run-Goods, fince the 25th Day of December 1723.

Grants of confiderable Falls of Woods, to the great De- 
triment and Wafte of the Royal Forefts, at a Time 
when the Nation ftood in fo great Need of Timber, 
for the Repairing and Building of Ships; and thére- 

fore he thought it very proper for the Houfe to in- 
quire by what Means the faid Grants came to be 
obtained. He was anfwered by Sir Rovert Walpole, 
who reprefented that fuch an Inquiry might be in- 
jurious to the Memory of fome dead, and after all, 
prove altogether unprofitable to the Living; fo the 
previous Queftion being put, that the main Queftion 
be put, it: paffed in the Negitive.

pany) was prefented to the Houfe, and read, praying,

* his Eftate between the 1ft of June, 1720, and the 20th 
© of September, 1721, as was not fpent in that Time, it 
* being doubtful whether fuch Produce was vefted in 
* the Sout Sea Company, the Petitioner having a nu- 
* merous Family, and being a Lofer by the South Sea 
* Scheme, and near 200,000/. of his old Eftate having 
* been given to the South Sea Company by the late Act 
* of Parliament.” Some Members were the more fur- 
prized at this unexpeéted Petition, in that, in the 
punifhing of the late South Sea Direftors, Sir Theodore 
“Janflen had been the moft favoured, having been al- 
low’d 50,000 /. out of his forfeited Eflate: But having 
powerful Friends in the Houfe, his Petition was refer- 
red tothe grand Committee on the South Sea Bill ; who 
were order’d to receive a Claufe for the Petitioner’s Re- 
lief. This done, a Petition of Robert Surman, late De- 
puty Cafhier of the South Sea Company, was alfo pre- 
fented to the Houfe, and read, praying, ‘A further 
* Allowance for himfelf and Family, in regard of the 
* great Ejtate taken from him by the late Aé, tho” 
© he was only a Clerk in the Company’s Service, and 
© had not the leaft Concern in the Direftion of their 
© Affairs; and that fince the Aét, he has by his Af- 
* fiftance and Information been of very great Service to 
* the Company.’ Though thefe Suggeftions feem’d very 
plaufible, yet either being unfupported by a proper Ap- 
plication and Intereft, or upon fome other Confidera- 
tion, the faid Petition was rejeSted, which render’d the 
Favour intended to Sir Theodore ‘fanffen the more con- 
fpicuous ; of which, however, he was at this Time, 
deprived, by Reafun of the South Sea Bills remaining 
unfinifhed this Seffion. After this, the Commons agreed 
to the Amendments made to three Bills; one for the 
due Delivery of Writs for electing Members to ferve in Par- 
liament, the other, for granting an Aid of Five Hundred 
thoufand Pounds for the punttual Payment of Seamen’s 
Wages, &c. and the third, for encouraging Seamen; and 
order’d the faid Bills to be ingroffed. 

The next Day, (May 21) the firft of thefe three Bills 
was read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent to the Lords; 
as was alfo the Bill for building a Bridge crofs the Ri- 
ver of Thames, Gc. After which, two other Bills were 
ordered to be ingroffed, viz. the Bill for allowing fur- 
ther Time to take the Oaths for Perfons to qualify theme 
felves for Offices; the other, concerning the Continuance 
of the additional Duty on Low Wines and Spirits. Then 
the 
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the Commons agreed to the Refolutions of the Committee 
of Privileges and Elettions, touching the double Return 
and Eleétion for the Town of Flint, in the County of Flint, 
being in Subftance, that George Wynne, Efq; was not, and 
that Salusbury Lloyd, Efy; was duly elected for the faid 
Town. 

On Wednefday (May 22) the Bill for granting an Aid of 
Five Hundred Thoufand Pounds, for the punttual Payment 
of Seamen’s Wages, and other Purpofes, was read the 
third Time, pafs’d, and fent to the Lords. Upon a 
Complaint made to the Houfe, that feveral Poft Let- 
ters dire&ted to Members of this Houfe had been inter- 
cepted or loft, or taken out of the Boxes appointed for 
the fame at the Door of the Houfe, Orders were made 
to prevent the fame for the future. Then the Bill 
for encouraging Seamen, was read the third Time, pafs’d, 
and fent to the Lords; And, in a grand Committee, 
the Bill for laying new Duties on Wine Lees imported, was 
gone through; and fome Progrefs was made in the Qua- 
rentine Bill. 

On (May 23) the Commons read the third Time, pafs’d, 
and fent to the Lords, two ingroffed Bills, viz, the 
Bill concerning the additional Duties on low Wines and Spi- 
vits, and the Bill for allowing further Time to take the 
Oaths, &c. After which, in a grand Committee, the 
Quarentine Bill was gone through. 

On Friday (May 24) this laft Bill was ingrofs’d, read 
the third Time, pafs’d, and fent to the Lords ; as wasalfo 
a Bill for laying new Duties on Wine |.ees imported : Then 
the Commons having taken into Confideration the Pa- 
pers laid before them relating to Carolina, refolved, 
that an humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, 
That he would be gracioufly pleafed to contraé&t with 
the Lords Proprietors of Carolina, for the Purchafe and 
Surrender of their Title and Intereft in that Provinces 
and to affure his Majefty, that this Houfe will make 
good the Expence his Majefty fhall be at, on Account of 
the faid Purchafe, out of the next Aids to be granted 
by Parliament. And thus, having difpatch’d all the 
material Bufinefs before them, the Commons adjourn’d 
themfelves to Monday, May 27. 

Upon that Day the Commons ordered their Speaker ta 
iffue his Warrants for three new Writs, one for eleSting 
a Commiffioner for the Shire of Roxburgh, in the room 
of William Douglas of Cavers, Efq; who fince his Ele&tion 
for the faid Shire, had accepted the Office of Keeper of 
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the general Regifler of Hornings, in Scotland; another 
for electing a Burgefs for the Borough of Malmesbary in 
the County of Wilts, in the Room of Gyles Earle, Efq; 
who had accepted the Office of one of the Commiffioners 
of his Majefty’s Revenue in Ireland; and a Third for 
ele&ting a Burgefs for the Borough of Honiton in the 
County of Devon, in the Room of Sir William Yonge, 
Knight of the Bath, who had accepted the Office of one 
of the Commiflioners for executing the Office of Lord 
High Admiral of Great Britain. 

The next Day (May 28) the Commons ordered their 
Speaker to iffue: his Warrants for five new Writs, for the 
elefting, 1. A Citizen for the City of Lincoln, in the 
Room of Sir Fohn Mon/on, Bart. and Knight of the Bath, 
now Lord Monfon, called up to the Houfe of Peers. 
2. A Burgefs for the Borough of Thirske in the County 
of York, in the Room of Sir Thomas Frankland, Bart. who 
had accepted the Office of one of the Commiffioners for 
Tride and Plantations. 3. A Knight of the Shire for 
the County of York, in the Room of Sir Thomas Went- 
aworth, Knight of the Bath, now Lord Malton, call’d 
up to the Houfe of Peers. 4. A Knight of the Shire 
for the County of Norfolk, in the Room of Sir Fohn 
Hobart, Bart. and Knight of the Bath, now Lord Hodart, 
call’d up to the Houfe of Peers. 5. A Knight of the 
Shire for the County of Norjo/k, in the Room of Sir 
Thomas Coke, Knight of the Bath, now Lord Lovell, 
call’d up to the Houfe of Peers. 

’ The fame Day the King came to the Houfe of Lords, 
with the ufual State and Solemnity, and the Commons 
being fent for up, and attending, his Majefty was pleafed 
to give the Royal Affent to feveral publick and private 
Bills. The moft Material of the Former are the Thir- 
teen following, viz. . 

1. An A&t for granting an Aid to his Majefty by Sale of 
Annuities tothe Bank of England, at Four Pounds per 
Cent. redeemable by Par'iament, and charged upon the 
Duties on Coals and Culm; and for further applying 
the Produce of the Sinking Fund; and for enlarging 
the Time for ewcharging Nevis and St. Chriftopher’s 
Debentures, for Annuities at three per Cent. and for ap- 
plying the Arrears of his Majefty’s Civil Lift Revenue. 

2. An Att for removing Doubts concerning the addi- 
tional Duty of Two-pence per Gallon upon Low Wines and 
Spirits of the firfé Extrattion, from foreign Materials; 
and for obviating Queftions relating ta Atpeals in Matters 
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of Excife; and for appointing the Number of Commiffioners 
of Exrife, who may hear Caufes depending before them, 

3. An A&t for repealing the prefent Duties on Wine 
Lees and Lignum Vita, and laying new Duties on Wine 
Lees 3 and for prohibiting the Importation of Wine in Flasks, 
‘Bottles, or fmall Casks; and for preventing Frauds in ex. 
porting Silk Manufattures; and for /upplying the Want of 
regular Certificates that cannot be had and for giving 
farther Time to Clerks and Apprentices to pay Duties 
omitted to be paid for their Indentures and Contraéts. 

4. An A&t for granting an Aid to bis Majefty of Five 
Hundred Thoufand Pounds towards difcharging Wages due 
jo Seamen, and for the conflant, regular, and punftual Pay- 
ment of Seamen’s Wages for the future; and for appro- 
priating the Supplies granted in tais prefent Seffion of Par- 
liament 5 and for difpofing of the Surplus of the Money grant- 
ed for Ha’f Pay for the Year One Thoufand Seven Hundred 
and Twenty Seven. 

§- An A& for encouraging Seamen to enter into his Maje- 
fiy’s Service. 

6. An Aét to explain and amend an Abt palfed in the 
the Thirteenth Year of his late Majefty’s Reign, intitled, 
An Aét for Sale of fuch of the forfeited Eftates in that 
Part of Great Britain called Scotland, as remain unfold, 
and are vefted in the Crowns and for determining fuck 
Claims on the faid Eftates, as, having been duly exter- 
ed, remain undetermined. 

7. An Aé& to oblige Ships coming from Places infetted 
more effectually to perform their Quarentine, and for the 
better preventing the Plague being brought from Foreign 
Parts ixto Great Britain or Ireland, or the Ifles of Guern- 
fev, Jerfey, Alderney, Sark, or Mans and to hinder 
the [preading of Infi€tion. 

8. An A&t fr indemnifying Perfons who have omitted 
to «ualify themfelves for Offices and Employments within 
ike Time limitted by Law, and for allowing further Time 
for that Puxpofe, and for repealing fo much of tewo 4éts 
of Parliament therein mentioned, as requires Perfons to 
qualify themfelves to continue in Offices or Employments. for 
the Space of Sis Months after the Demife of his Majejty, 
his Heirs or Succeffors, + 

9. An A&t to explain the A& of the third and ninth 
Years of his late Majefty’s Reign, for continuing the Duty 
of Trwo-penny Scots on every Pint of Ale and Beer fold 
in the City of Edinburgh, in Relation to the Payment of 
Petty Poft Cuftoms, and for the more effettual pres 
er the 
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the Payment of fuch Money as hath been, or fhall be con- 
tributed towards a charitable Fund for Relief of fuch as 
Shall fuffer by Five in the faid City, aud the Suburbs and 
Liberties thereof. 

10. An A&t for punijhing fuch Perfons as shall willfully 
and malicioufly pull down or deftroy Turnpikes for repairing 
Highways ; or Locks, or other Works eretted by Authority 
of Parliament for making Rivers navigable. 

11. An Ait to explain and amend an A&t made in the 
Twelfth Year of his late Majefty King George the Firf, 
for building a Bridge crofs the River of Thames from the 
Town of Fulham ia the County of Middlefex, to the Town 
of Putney in the County of Surrey, and for making the faid 
Ad more effestual. 

12 An Aft for making Provifion for the Reftov of the 
new Church fituate near Milbank in the Parith of St. Mar- 
garet Weilminfter, and for other Purpofes therein mene 
tioned. 

13. An A& for erecting a Workhoufe in the City of Can- 
terbury, for employing and maintaining the Poor there 3 and 
for Setter enlightning the Streets of the faid City. 

The moft remarkable among the Private Bills are the 
three following, viz. 

1. An Aft to enable the Commiffioners of the Treafury, oF 
the Lord High Trea/urer for the Time being, to compound 
with George Townfend, Montagu Bacon, John Atwood, 
and John Burton, late Commiffioners for Licenfing Hawkers, 
Pedlars and Petty Chapmen, for a Debt they ftand charged 
with to the Crown. 

2. An Ait to enable the Commiffioners of the Treafury, 
or the Lord High Treafurer for the Time being, to com- 
pound with Thomas Hammond, Jate of London, Mer- 
chant, and his Sureties, for a Debt due to the Crown for 
Cuftoms on Tobacco and Wines. 

3. An A&t for difcharging an Incumbrance on the Lands of 
Donoghmore, Part of the Bifhoprick of Cloyne in Ire- 
land, &c. 

After which his Majefty was pleafed to make the 
following Moft Gracious Speech to both Houfes, viz.

An A&t for granting to his Majefty an additional Duty on 
Beer, Ale, Strong Waters, Wine, Tobacco, and other Goods 
and Merchandizes therein mentioned 3 and alfo a Tax on 
Salaries, Profits of Employments, Fees and Penfions ; and 
for fecuring the Repayment of Fifty Thoufand Pound Ster- 
ling formerly advanced to his late Majefty for the Ufe of the 
Publick, tagether with the Intereft thereof. And, 

Aa A&t for the accepting the folemn Affirmation or Decla- 
ration of the People calied Quakers, inftead of an Oath in 
the ufual Form. 

Upon prefenting the Bill, entitled, 4a Act for grant. 
ing to his Majefty an additional Duty on Beer, the Speaker 
of the Houfe of Commons made the following Speech to 
his Excellency. 


May it pleafe your Excellency, 


HE Commons, by granting with the utmoft Chear- 

fulnefs to the neceffary Support of the  Eittablith- 
ment, and manifefting, in all their Proceedings, greater 
Zeal and Unanimity for his Majefty’s Service than have

SIR, | Amfterdam, May 1. 

I Have received yours of the 13th paft, with the 38 

printed Articles of the King of Benmark’s Grant for 
enlarging the Fund of the Royal Dani/h Eaft-India Com- 
pany, and transferring the Trade to Altena. I have fince 
had Time to difcourfe with all my Friends here, and to 
write to thofe at London, to fee how their Inclinations 
ftood in regard to this new Undertaking, but hitherto 


‘have found no Manner of Encouragement, 
Qn 
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On the contrary, every Body I have fpoke or wrote 
toon this Subje&t, has made much the fame Objeétions, 
which are in Subftance as follow : 

Fir ft, That thefe Articles,tho’ toA ppearance fufficiently 
inviting, are not to be depended upon, under arbitrary 
Governments, efpecially as long as the Words Vi/a and Li- 
quidation are in Memory; and all agree, that the Rea- 
fon why other Nations lodge large Sums, and continue 
them in the Funds of free Governments, is, that they 
are fecure by the eftablith’d Laws of thofe Countries. 

Secondly, That they think the Word and Honour of 
two Direétors, as expreffed in the laft of the 38 Articles, 
is but a flender Security or Guaranty for the Old Com- 
pany’s Debts being no more than 160,000 Rixdollars 
in Specie ; more efpecially when they refleét, that one 
of the two Dire&tors, tho’ now a Count, and honour’d 
witha White Ribband, is the fame individual Perfon, 
who, during the late War with France, became a Bank- 
rupt for upwards (as was then fuid) of fix Millions of 
Florins, and fled, by Way of this Country, into Eng- 
land for Prote&tion ; but as foon as Queen Anne was ful- 
ly appriz’dof his Situation, that he was not perfecuted 
by the Court of France, as he pretended, but profecuted 
by his fair Creditors for large Sums he had defrauded 
them of, and brought away with him; the good Queen, 
tho’ at War with France, and altho’ he had been natura-

and fettled at Vianen, where it coft him, as you may 
well remember, a great Sum for Protef&tion; but he was 
fo clofely follow’d by his numerous Creditors, with the 
Affiftance of the States-General, that not finding him- 
felf fafe any longer, he fled into Denmark, where he 
found both Prote&tion and Honour. Now, fay the Peo- 
ple here and in England, this fame Man being the Au- 
thor, Promoter, and principal Manager of this new 
Scheme, we will never venture our Money into fuch 
Hands, to make a Job for him. 

Thirdly, 1 find it objeS&ted by all here who know the 
Eaft-Indies, That there is a great Demand upon the Old 
Company in India, and particularly in the Bay of Bene 
gal, for a large Ship which they formerly feiz’d with a 
tull Lading bound to Surrat, carry’d her off, and fold 
both Ship and Cargo at Tranquebar, for which the Moors 
drove them off, and they have not appear’d there fince, 
This Debt alone has been computed at 300,000 Rix- 

dollars 
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dollars inSpecie feven Years ago, and will be demanded 
by the Government, and muft be paid with full Interett 
upon Intereft, at the Rate of 12 per Cent. per Annum, ac- 
cording to the Cuflom of the Country, before they will 
be permitted to Trade again in that Port; and this Ac- 
count is confirm’d to be true, by feveral Perfons here 
and in England, that have refided in Bengal, fome of 
them at the very Time when the faid Ship was taken 
and carry’d off. 

Fourthly, *Tis obje&ted, That there can be no Profit 
made, equal to the Hazards that a Man muft runof va- 
rious Kinds, befides thofe before-mention’d. 

And thus, having freely given you the unanimous 
Opinion of all I have talked with, or wrote to on this 
Subje&t, which is exattly agreeable to my own Way of 
Thinking, I hope you will not give yourfelf nor me 
any farther Trouble on this Subjeét. 

And before I conclude: As you have been my old 
Friend and Acquaintance, I cannot help faying, that IE 
wifh you would retreat in Time, and endeavour to ob- 
tain Forgivenefs for the Injuries you have endeavour’d 
to do to your Native Country, in Defiance of the Laws 
in being; for nothing can be plainer, than that this 
new Scheme is principally intended for Stock-jobbing, 
and to draw the Ready’ Money of other Nations into 
Denmark at all Events ; but when it comes to be under- 
ftood, that all or moft of the Profits that can be made on 
this Scheme belongs to Foreigners ; whenever they want 
to call that Profit and Principal Home, I leave you to 
judge of the Likelihood there is, that Publick Faith 
will be maintain’d. You can’t forget what was done in 
Miffifippi, when they found the Money was going out of

Moft Iluftrious, and Gracious Lord, 
F all the Paffions natural to Man, one of the greats 
eft is the Defire of Self-Prefervation, or that in« 
ward Sentiment which prompts a Man to guard him- 
felf againft every Thing that may prejudice him. This 
Sentiment, if direéted by Reafon, and kept within due 
Bounds, is not only confonant to the Law of Nature, 
but likewife to true Morality; nor is it any wife con- 
trary tothe Laws of God. Hence it is that not only 
private Men,- but likewife the moft confiderable States 
and Commonwealths are found to exert this Right in a 
more remarkable Manner, and that fo many Potentates, 
Kings and Princes have judg’d it proper at al! Times 
to acquire many Friends, and to make the ftrifteft Trea- 
ties and Alliances among themfelves, in order to pros 
cure by their joint Forces that which they could not 
pofibly obtain without fuch Succour. 

It might be eafy tu prove this from feveral Exam- 
ples in Hiftory, both Ancient and Modern, but why 
thould we fearch for any Abroad, when we may find 
them among ourfelves: The Ceremony of this Day is a 
convincing Proof of this, fo that here is no Neceflity 
of going any farther. I hall therefore fay in a few 
Words, that when the three moft ancient of the laudable 
Cantons of Switzerland found themfelves formerly re- 
duced to fuch an Extremity, that they were upon the 
Point of being ruined and fubjugated, then it was that 
three Men, of no lefs Piety than Wifdom and Courage, 
found Means by clofely infifting, not only to fhake off 
the Yoke of Tyranny, but alfo to lay at the fame Time 
the firft Foundation of that Liberty which is now en- 
joy’d by the Helvetick Body. And as other Cities and 
States made afterwards the like Treaties among theme 
felves, and united with them, this laudable Body ine 
creafed thus by Degrees, and arrived at laft infeniibly to 
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that Bulk and Conftitution in which it continues, by 
the particular Grace and Mercy of God, to this Day. 

Several glorious Princes whe have worn the Crown of 
France are memorable Inftances, that Powers even of 
the firft Rank have contraéted the ftrifteft Alliances 
with the Cities and Commonwealths of Switzerland thus 
united. Lewis XI. was the firft that made fuch a Treaty 
of Friendfhip and Alliance with the Switzers. Alter 
him, Francis I. made that Peace perpetual, which he 
confirm’d fome Years after by a Freaty of Alliance fo 
well known, and which has ever fince been fuccefsfully 
renewed to this prefent Time. And it has been witha 
Defign to keep up and cultivate this harmonious Friend- 
fhip and good Underftanding more and more, that the 
fucceeding Kings of France have from Time to Time 
fent Ambaffadors to refide among the Laudable Can. 
tons. 

Therefore, Sir, Lewis XV. has been pleafed to fol- 
low herein the Steps of his auguft Anceftors, of glorious 
Memory, and to fend your Excellency for Ambaffador 
among us, in the Room of the Marquefs of Avarey 
(whofe wife and prudent Conduét was very agreeable to 
us.) Our gracious Superiors, as foon as they received 
your Credentials, did unanimoufly fummon this Dyet, 
and charged us to pay, with all fuitable Refpeét, their 
Compliments to your Excellency, to teftify their great 
Joy upon your h«ppy Arrival in this Country, and for 
the Choice which his moft Chriftian Majefty has made 
of your Excellency. 

This Choice has given them the greater Satisfaétion, 
becaufe your Excellency has difcover’d in preceding 
Ambaffies an uncommon Prudence, Capacity, Wifcom, 
and Experience ; which, together with fo many other 
eminent Qualities, and particularly that fingular Af- 
feftion and Benevolence your Excellency has manitefted 
towards the Switz. Nation, has raifed in us a Confidence 
that your Miniftry here, already fo worthily begun, 
will fucceed not only to the entire Satisfa&tion of his 
moft Chrifiian Majefly, but likewife to the Advantage 
and Quiet, the Safety and Happinefs of the whole Hel- 
wetick Body. 

Accordingly I am commanded to wifh your Excel- 
lency perfect Health, with all Profperity and happy 
Succefs; and to affure you of the greateft Efteem, De- 
ference and Vener. tion poflible from our Superiors, and 
which they will i¢ckon it at all Times ag Honour, 
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and take a particular Pleafure to fhew to your Excelo 
lency. I have it likewife in Charge to recommend te 
you, in the ftrongeft Manner, the Concerns of al! th 

Laudable Cantons, and to entreat you to affure the King 
your Mafter, with all the Refpeét imaginable, in the 
Name of all our Confederates, of the fincere Difpofition 
they are in, and the hearty Refolution of the whole 
Helvetick Body in general, and every Canton in particu- 
lar, to obferve religioufly and at all Times the perpe- 
tual Peace, and all other Treaties of Alliance with the 
utmoft Exaftnefs, being firmly perfwaded that his Ma- 
jefty will be in the fame Difpofition, and that he will 
pleafe to continue his Affef&tion and good Wil! towards 
his ancient Friends and Allies, by approving of the re- 
ciprocal Affurances of this mutual and cordial Corre- 
fpondence. 

We farther with to his Majefty and the whole Royal 
Family all poffible Felicity. 

We with the happy Fertility of the Queen, who has 
already given two Princeffes to France, may increafe by 
the Birth of a Dauphin, fo much defired ; and that the 
approaching Treaty of Peace, whcreof his Majefty has 
the Glory of being Mediator, may happily fucceed to 
his everlafting Praife, and to the Satisfaction of the 
Powers and States therein concern’d, to the End that the 
Peace to be concluded there, may prove a folid and 
lafting one. 

To conclude, we doin particular affure your Excel - 
Jency, that we will omit nothing to render your Stay 
among us as agreeable as can be, and we befeech you 
to receive thefe Affurances of our being wholly devoted 
to your Excellency’s Service.

Magnificent Lords, 
I Shall but flightly touch upon what was faid too 
much to my Praife in the Speech made to me by 
M. Burgomafter Hirtzel, firit Deputy from the Lauda- 
ble Canton of Zurich, and fhall beg of you, that ine 
ftead of the Thanks I ought toreturn, you would be 
leafed to referve thefe kind Thoughts of me for the 
nd of my Ambaffy,; and then indeed, if I thal! be 
found fo happy as to have fully anfwer’d the King’s In« 
tentions, and contributed any Thing to your Satis- 
Dd 2 fakion, 
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fa&tion, I fhall accept of the Teftimonies you will pleafe 
to give me as the greateft Honour which I could propofe 
to acquire in this Country. In the mean Time, give 
me Leave to look upon the favourable Difpofitions you 
now appear to be in towards me as a happy Prefage. 

T thall not be fo referved, Magnificent Lords, upon 
the reft of that eloquent and fine Speech which M. 
Hirtzel made to me, both as to the Ufefulnefs of 
Treaties of Peace and Alliance, and to the prefent 
real Sentiments of the Laudable Helvetick Body towards 
the King my Mafter, your moft ancient Friend and Al- 
ly. I thall give his Majefty a true and faithful Account 
thereof, and in the mean Time take upon me to tell 
you, That France having a longer and fuller Experi- 
ence than any other Nation of Europe, of the noble Spi- 
rit of yeur illuftrious Nation, of its unfhaken Steadi- 
nefs in Alliances, of its Franknefs and plain Dealing in 
Negotiations, and of its Bravery inthe Field, the King 
has given me in Charge to affure you all, and every 
Canton in particular, that among his Friends and Al- 
lies, your Nation has the Pre-eminence with him ; that 
he entertains the greateft Efteem for you, and is dif- 
pofed to give you as many, and even more thanany of 
the Kings his Predeceffors, of the moft real and moft con- 
vincing Proofs of his Affeftion. This indeed is the chief 
Commiffion his Majefty has given me to execute in this 
Country ; and no one Step I take either can or ought to 
have any other Scope than to confirm you in the Opi- 
nion, which the Experience of more than 200 Years 
mutt have given you, of the Advantages you have reaped 
from the fincere Friendthip of France, 

This Friendfhip is grounded upon the mutual Intereft 
of the two Nations, and it would fupport itfelf, as one 
may fay, without Treaties, Neverthelefs you know, 
Magnificent Lords, that your laudable Anceftors had no 
fooner concluded the perpetual Peace, which fubfifts to 
this Day, but they judged it neceffary to corroborate 
that Treaty by another of a clofer and more extenfive 
Alliance 3 a Praétice which has been followed and re- 
fpe&ted by both Sides, to our mutual Advantage 

The Jate King, defirous to imitate herein his glorious 
Predeceffors, fhewed a Forwardnefs to give you, before 
his Deceafe, a Pledge of his Good-will in the Treaty 
he made with the Laudable Catholick Cantons and the 
Republick of Valais. By this the Work is half done, 
and what remains now for us, is to finifh the reft, and 
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join readily together. The Deputies from your Catho~ 
lick Allies who are here, will not, I hope, difallow it, 
if I fay, Magnificent Lords, to the whole Helvetick Bo- 
dy, that the Treaty we made then together is to be 
Jook’d upon asa preliminary one, and not as a Stum- 
bling Block or a Hindrance, which will thew itfelf as 
foon as the Laudable Cantons, by uniting their Hearts 
and Councils, will be difpofed and in a Condition to 
fulfil the hearty Defire of his Majefty to renew the ge- 
neral Alliance. 

An Alliance which his Majefty defires with as much 
Sincerity and Earneftnefs as no doubt you defire it your- 
felves, and in which Ican affure you before-hand, you 
will all find alike the Advantage of the Helvetick Body 
in general, and every one in particular, the moft defi- 
rable Marks of the generous and fleady Affeétion of a 
great Prince your Friend and Ally : Hereupon I would 
entreat you, Magnificent Lords, to confider, that as 
when our former Alliances were renewed, the Kings of 
France were engaged by no prefling Neceflity to defire the 
Alliance of the Helvetick Body 3 and that, as they con- 
fulted in this whole Affair their Hearts and Inclinations 
more than their prefent Want, fo the Kingdom is at 
this Time, as near as can be, in the fame Situation with 
Regard to Foreign Affairs, it was in when Francis I. con- 
cluded the firft Alliance with your iJluftrious Anceflors s 
nor did Henry le Grand think of renewing it till four 
Years after the happy and viStorious Settlement of the 
Peace of his Kingdom neither did the Jate Lewis the 
Great in like Manner finifh this Affair with you ‘till 
after he had made Peace with the Empire and Spain, 

I have nothing to fay to you, Magnificent Lords, up- 
on the prefent Circumftance of the publick Affairs, you 
fee them yourfelves better than I, and you have 1500 
of your own Countrymen in the Kingdom Witneffes of 
its Tranquillity within and without; thofe Witnefles 
behold the King’s great Endowments, they fee the Pru- 
dence and Wifdom of his firft Minifter, and are fenfible 
of the Reputation he has acquir’d in all Chriftian Coun- 
tries, both for his Conftancy and Sincerity. Whenever 
you fhall think fit to make the Experiment, you will 
find, both in his Majefty and his Minifter, an Eiteem 
fo fignal for your Nation, as to fhew an Inclination not 
only to keep up your Troops in France, but even to 
augment them, at a Time when there are perhaps fome 
Thoughts to disband fome of our own. . 
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But without infifling longer on thefe Confiderations, 
1 flatter myfelf that your Friendthip for France will 
Jead you to reflect upon the approaching Hopes which 
the Queen’s happy Fertility gives to the Kingdom ; and 
that you will call to Mind it was upon a like Occafion, 
that in the Year 1563, the whole Helvetick Body (many 
of whofe Members had already concluded particular 
Treaties with the King) did join all together in the 
fame Intereft to make a general Treaty, which entirely 
abolifh’d the former particular ones. 

Ido not prefume, Magnificent Lords, whilft I am 
laying thefe Things before you, to inflruét you in your 
own Intereft, and in any Thing which may contribute 
to the Happinefs of your Country, fo well beloved by 
the King and the Kingdom ; my Funétions carry me no 
farther than to be a Witnefs of the Succefs of your wife 
Deliberations, and to inform his Majefty of the Emu- 
lation I obferve in every one of you to confirm more 
and more an Alliance of fo ancient a Date. Permit me 
@hen, Magnificent Lords, to wifh for a happy Succefs; 
my Ambaffy can be noother Way more happy and glo- 
rious for me, than when by being equally ufeful to 
the common Intereft, it fhall contribute to procure laft- 
ing and reciprocal Advantages.

Account of the Differences between the Courts of Rome 
and Portugal. 








HE Differences between the Courts of Rome and 

Portugal, about Signor Bichi, ere grown to an 
open Rupture, at the very Time that People expetted 
their Reconciliation. The Pope ftanding in Need of the 
Affiftance of the Portugueze, efpecially in Relation to 
the Miffions in Ghina and the Eaft-Indies, was refolv’d 
to promote Signor Bichi to the Purple, out of Come 
plaifance for the King of Portugal, and Cardinal 
Cofcia had declared to the Portugueze Ambaffador, that 
that Prelate fhould be included in the next Promotion, 
The Sacred College having Notice of it, there appear’d 
a general Murmuring againft this Refolution of the 
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Pope, who was oblig’d to hold an extraordinary Congre» 
gregation on that Subjeét on the sth of March. 

The Pontiff reprefented to the Cardinals, the great 
Services the Portugueze Nation had done tothe Church 5 
the Attachment of his Portuguexze Majefty to the Holy 
See ; the Prote&tion he had given to the Miflionarics in 
the Eaft-Indies, without which they had all been de- 
ftroy’d; the difmal Confequences of the Refentment 
of that Prince, if his Recommendation was rejected ; 
concluding, that tho’ Signor Bichi had made himfelf 
unworthy of the Purple by his Difobedience to the 
Holy See, he left it to them to confider, Whether it was 
not more proper to forgive that Prelate, and grant the 
Requeft of the King of Portugal, than to exafperate that 
Prince ? Adding, that this Affair being very nice, and 
of the higheft Importance, he would not take it upon 
himfelf, and defired that every Member of the Congre- 
gation would freely and impartially declare his O. 
pinion. 

Cardinal Corradini, who has all along oppofed Sic- 
nor Bichi, fpoke immediately after the Popes; and after 
having made the Panegyrick of the King of Portugal, 
and the Portugueze Nation, protefled, that Nobody hada 
greater Refpett for them than he had, but that he did not 
think his Majefty, and the Dignity of his Crown con- 
cern’d in this Affair, becaufe the Queflion was not whe- 
ther the Pope fhould promote tothe Purple a Prelate, 
upon the Recommendation of the King of Portugal. 
which he thought Nobody would oppofe ; but that the 
Matter to be confider’d was, whether Signor Bich, 
Nuncio at the Court of Lisbon, having been recali’d by 
the Pope his Sovereign, who is not to give an Account 
of his Reafons to any Body in the World, and having 
not obey’d his Orders, but on the contrary continued in 
his Station, and aéted as Nuncio fince his being recall'd, 
is not guilty of downright Difobedience and Rebellion, 
amounting very near to High Treafon againft his Sove- 
reign. That his alledging that the King of Portugal has 
conftrain’d him to a& in this Manner, can be no Excufe 
to him, and is injurious to that Prince, who is too juft 
for pretending any Authority ever the Pope’s Subjetts 
and Minifters, contrary to the Law of Nations ; from 
which he concluded, that Signor Bichi ought not only 
to be excluded from the Purple, but that his Perfon 
ought to be fecured and brought to Rome, inorder to 
be try’d tor his Difubedience, and punifh’d accordingly ; 
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adding, That fhould the Holy See yield on this Occa- 
fion, it would be continually at Variance with the 
Crown’d Heads, which would be attended with difmal 
and innumerable Confequences. 

Some Cardinals endeavour’d to give another Turn to 
this Affair, pretending, that there was a Promife made 
to the Court of Lisbon, that Signor Bichi fhould be 
made a Gardinal before his being recall’d, and that it 
was upon that Promife that the faid Court infifted, and 
the Motive upon which the Nuncio had been perfuaded 
to continue at Lisbon; but this Reprefentation was not 
approved, and it wasurged, That the Dignity and So- 
vereignty of the Pope was all this while ftruck at, and 
openly invaded, becaufe altho’ fuch a Promife had been 
made, it was always to be fuppos’d that the Perfon re- 
commended fhould continue faithful to his Matter, of 
which Nobody but his Sovereign could be Judges; who 
by his recalling that Minifter, without performing the 
Promife faid to have been made, had fufficiently inti- 
mated to the World, that the faid Nuncio had done 
Something which was an Obftacle to the Dignity that 
had been promifed him. The Debate lafted very long, 
but upon the Queftion it was concluded by a great 
Majority, that Signor Bichi fhould be debarred from 
all Pretenfions to the Purple. 

This Refolution being contrary to the Sentiments of 
the Pope and of Cordinal Cofcia, his Favourite, who 
perhaps know better than the Sacred College the ill 
Confequence of this Affair, and that Signor Bichi is 
not fo black as has been reprefented, another Congrega- 
tion was held the next Day, about the fame Affair. Se- 
veral Cardinals ufed all imaginable Arguments in Vin- 
dication of the Court of Lisbon in all this Affair, and 
confequently to excufe Signor Bichi ; and feeing their 
Reafons made no Impreffion on the other Members of 
the Congregation, they moved, that the Portugueze Am- 
baffador fhould be admitted and heard; but this was 
rejeGted, as derogatory to the Honour of the Holy See, 
and the Refult of the preceding Congregation was con- 
firm’d. Whenthey broke up, Cardinal Pereira, who, 
on this Occafion, aéted with a great deal of Vigour for 
his Nation, and fhewed, that the Honour of the King 
of Portugal and the Dignity of his Crown, were too 
much concern’d in this Affair to permit him to defitt 
from his juft Pretenfions, having acquainted the Pope, 
that the Portuguexe Ambaffador would forthwith ot 
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Rome, with all the Portugucxe, purfuant to the politive 
Orders he had from his Court, his Holinefs return’d 
him this Anfwer, He wil do well to obey the King his 
Mafter’s Orders 3 had Signor Bichi done the fame when 
he was recall’d by the Holy See, he could have faved us a 
great deal of Trou e. 

On the 8:h, his Eminence took his Audience of 
Leave of the Pope, and the fame Day the Portuguexe 
Minifter difpatch’d an Exprefs to his Court, with an 
Account of what paffed in this Affair. The follow- 
ing Days he vifited his Fricnds, and made the ne- 
cefflary Difpofitions for his Departure. The Pope be- 
ing highly difpleafed with the Turn of this Affair, re- 
folv’d to try once more whether it would be poffible to 
perfuade the Cardinals to recede from their Oppofitions ; 
and on the 17th in the Morning a private Congregation 
was held, compofed of feveral Cardinals, and M. Ri- 
viera Secretary, about the Affair of M. Hichi, but the 
fame did not prove more favourable for him than the 
preceding ; upon which the Portuguexe Ambaffador de- 
parted the 2oth from Rome for Leghorn. Curdinal Le/- 
cari, Secretary of State, difpatch’d, before the fiid Am- 
baffador fet out, an Exprefs to M. Firari, Nuncio at the 
Court of Portugal, with neceffary Inftruétions for his 
Behaviour, in Cafe he fhould be enjoyn’d by the King of 
Portugal to retire from Lisbon and all his Dominions 3 
and Orders were fent at the fame Time to M. Ald- 
brandini, Nuncio at the Court of Madrid, to furnifh 
him in that Cafe with 3000 Crowns for the Expence of 
his Journey. The latter was alfo order’d to defire 
the Court of Spain to accommodate this Affair between 
the two Courts, and ftrongly to reprefent to the King 
of Portugal the Reafons why M. bichi cannot be raifed 
to the Purple. 


This is the Subftance of the Advices from Rome, in 
Relation to the Affair of Signor Bichi. To which we 
think fit to add the farther following Account of this 
Affair, which thews the Rife and Progrefs of this great 
Quarrel between the Courts of Rome and Lisbon. 


_ In 1710, M. Bichi, a Native of Sienna, was appointed 
by Pope Clement XI. his Nuncio to the Court of Portu- 
gal, being recommended by the late Cardinal Aichi his 
Uncle, thereby to pave the Way for him to the Cardinal 
ignity; and as at that Time the Abbot Lucini was 
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ready to go as the Pope’s Internuncio to K. Charles III, 
of Spain, (the prefent Emperor) then at Barcelona, thefe 
two Prelates fet out together for that City ; but his Ca. 
tholick Majefty being much difcontented at the faid 
Abbot’s coming with the bare Charaéter of Internuncio, 
refufed to admit him to Audience before he was vefted 
with that of Nuncio. The King refented likewife that 
M. Bichi purfued his Voyage to Lisbon without landing 
at Barcelona to pay his Refpetts to him, infomuch that 
his Catholick Majefty fent Orders to thePrince d’ Avellino 
to make his Complaints to the Court of Rome on thofe 
Accounts ; nay, he even acquainted his Portugueze Ma- 
jetty therewith, and defired him to refufe Audience to 
the Nuncio Bichi. The faid Prince d’Avellino was an- 
{werd by the Court of Rome, that whatever M. Bichi 
had done was without the Pope’s Orders or Participa- 
tion, and that he fhould be recall’d from Portugal for 
failing in his Duty. Mean while, Complaints came al- 
fo from the Court of Portugal againft M. Bichi, charg- 
ing him with having openly traded, and done other 
Things inconfiftent with his Charafter: But Cardinal 
Bichi knew fo well how to juftify his Nephew, that his 
Holinefs wrote to the King of Portugal, telling him, 





that he was ill-inform’d about that Matter, that M. Bi- ‘ 


chi was a pious, virtuous, and worthy Prelate, and 
wrongfully accufed, Ge. The King of Portuza! was not 
only fatisfy’d with this Anfwer, but in a fhort Time after 
his Majefty fulicited a Cardinal’s Cap for him. While 
this was doing, the Cardinal his Uncle and Prote&tor hap- 
pen’d to die, and the other Cardinals his Enemies re- 
prefented to the Pope, that it would be an irregular 
Thing to raife a Prelate to the Purple againft whom fuch 
heavy Accufations had been broughtin; which Diff. 
culties were then imparted to the King of Portugal, 
who anfwer’d thereupon, that his Majefty could not but 
wonder at it, fince the Court of Rome had not long be- 
fore given M. Bichi the Chara€ter of a pious and worthy 
Prelate. Pope Clement XI. dy’d in the Interim, with- 
out feeing an End of this tedious Bufinefs, and his Suc- 
ceffor Innocent XIII. refufed likewife the Purple to that 
Prelate. Notwithftanding this, the King of Portugal 
continued his Solicitations in Favour of M. Bic 7, but 
the Pope perfifted in his Refufil, the Confequence 
whereof was, that M. Bichi was recall’d, and M. Firrau 
fent in his Room to Portugal; but the King would not 
let M. Bichi depart his Court before he had a pofitive 
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Affurance of the Pope, that he would raife him to the 
Purple. Upon this Declaration of the King of Portu- 
gal, a private Congregation of divers Cardinals was held 
at Rome, wherein it was refolved, to proceed againft 
M. Bichi with Ecclefiaftical Cenfures, in Cafe he did 
not forthwith repair'to Rome to clear himfelf; but the 
Death of Innocent XIII. prevented this Refolution from 
being executed; and fince the Reign of the prefent 
Pope Benediét XIIIi this Difference was carry’d to 
fuch a Point, that, by Order of the King of Portugal, 
the Portugueze Minifters left Rome, and return’d Home. 

But how highly the King of Portugal refented this 
Affair, and to what Extremity he pufh’d his Refent- 
ment, will appear by the three following Decrees which 
he publifh’d at Lisdon. 





DECREES of the King of Portugal againft the Pope 
and the Court of Rome. 


Firft DECREE. 

T being requifite for my Service, that none of my 

Subjeéts fhould go to Rome, or into the Territories 
of the Pope; or fend Money to that Court, or its Do- 
minions 3 or folicite for Bulls, Briefs, Difpeafations or 
other Inftruments, at the Hands of the Pope, his Tri- 
bunals, or Minifters, without my exprefs Permiiflion 5 
I have thought fit to forbid all Perfons whatfoever, 
whether Secular, Ecclefiaflical, or Regular, and of what 
Rank, Order, or Degree whatever, of my Kingdoms 
and Lordfhips, to go to Rome, or into the Territories of 
the Pope; Neither fhall the faid Perfons, nor thofe of 
any Community whatfoever, be it Secular, Ecclefiattick, 
or Regular, without the faid Permiffion apply to the 
faid Court for Bulls, Briefs, Difpenfations, or other In- 
ftruments, or remit Money to the faid Court, or fend 
out of thefe Kingdoms or Lordfhips Gold or Silver coin- 
ed, in order to be tranfmitted to Rome, or into the 
Pope’s Territories. In which Cafe, the Laws of this 
Kingdom fhall be put in Execution with the utmoft Ri- 
gour, whether the fuid Silver be fent dire&tly to Rome, 
or into other Countries, to be forwarded to the Pope’s 
Territories. 

Thofe who fhall contravene this my Ordinance, if 
they be Seculars, fhall incurr the Confifcation of all 
their Goods and Eftates, prefent and to come, and fhall 
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Jofe their Rights as Nativesof my Kingdoms and Lord- 
fhips: If they be Ecclefiatticks, or Regulars, be they of 
what Rank, Condition, or Degree whatfoever, they fhall 
likewife lofe their Right of Naturalization : And if 
they be of fome Secular, Ecclefiaftical, or Regular Com- 
munity, I will caufe fuch Perfons to be proceeded a- 
gainft according to the Form above, and to my good Plea- 
fure. Moreover, I forbid all Perfons of the faid Com- 
Munities, or other Perfons, be they Seculars, Ecclefi- 
aftical, or Regular, or of any Rank, Degree, or Digni- 
ty whatfoever, to make Ufe of any Bulls, Briefs, Dif- 
penfations, or other Inftruments, in what Manner foever 
obtained, without prefenting them firft to the Secretary 
of State, to be by him examined, and a Report made to 
me thereof, to the End I may let them know my Inten- 
tion what is to be done in the Cafe, by Writing from 
my Secretary of State. Thofe who fhall be found to 
att the to Contrary of all this, whether they be Ecclefi- 
afticks, or Regulars, fhall be banifh’d my Kingdoms and 
Lordihips: If they be Seculars, befide Banifhment, 
they fhall incur the Penalty of forfeiting their Eftates 
prefent and tocome; and in Cafe they fend Silver in 
Specie, or otherwife, out of the Kingdom, they fhall be 
proceeded again{t with the utmoft Rigour of the Law. 
Farther, it is our Pleafure, that in this Inftrument be 
comprehended all the Regulars of my Kingdoms and 
Lordthips, whether Natives or Strangers, whom we for- 
bid to apply themfelves to their Superior Prelates re- 
fiding at Rome, or in other Territories of the Pope; or 
to their Delegates, or Subdelegates, to obtain by their 
Affiftance any Bulls, Briefs, Difpenfations, or other In- 
ftruments ; or to accept or make ufe of the fame, with- 
out having firft communicated them to the Secretary of 
State, that he may give me an Account thereof, and I 
may fignify to them my Intention in Writing by the 
Secretary of State, upon pain of proceeding againft thofe 
who fhall a& contrary hereto, and alfo againft the Judges 
who fhall fuffer it to bedone. In Jike Manner I ordain 
by this Decree, that fuch Ecclefiaflicks and Regulars 
fhall be proceeded againft, as fhall apply to Rome forany 
Bulls, Briefs, Difpenfations, or other Inftruments, or 
to make Ufe of them without my Leave, by what 
Means foever obtain’d. Weorder our Chamber of De/- 
embargo Dopaco to caufe this our Decree to be publith’d 
throughout the Kingdom and Hfies adjacent, and to put 
in Execution the Penalties therein mention’d againft 
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the Tranfgreffors. And as for our Conquefts, our Plea- 
fure is, That this Decree may be communicated to the 
Council of Outremer, to be publifhed and executed 
there, Done at Liston, the 5thof February 1728. 





The other two Decrees contain in Subftance as follows, 


The Second Decree imports, 

T ta the juft Reafons which had obliged his Ma- 

jetty to order his Subjeéts to retire from the Court of 
Rome, oblige him at the fame Time to command all his 
Subje&s, whether Laymen, Ecclefiafticks, or Regulars, 
who are at Rome, or elfewhere in the Pope’s Dominions, 
to withdraw from thence. within Six Months after the 
Publication of thefe Prefents, on Pain of being deprived 
of their Right of Naturalization, if they are Ecclefiafticks 
or Regulars; and of Confifcation of their Eftates pre- 
fent and to come, befides the Lofs of their Right of 
Naturalization, if they are Laymen: That for the fame 
Reafons, his Majefty orders all the Pope’s Subjetts, who 
are in thefe Kingdoms, or in the adjacent Iflands, te 
depart the fame in Twelve Months, on Pain of being 
forced to be gone by the Officers of Jullice, together 
with the Confifcation of all their Eftates, if they are 
Laymen: That all Foreigners, of what Condition fo- 
ever they be, and even the King’s Subje&ts, if they are 
charged with any Affairs for the Pope, or on the Part of 
the Court of Rome, fhall be comprized in this Decree : 
And, laftly, That the Subjeéts of the Pope, who, after 
the Publication of thefe Prefents, would come into thefe 
Countries, fhall not be admitted, byt fent away with. 
out any Form of Procefs. 


The Third Decree contains in Subftance, 

PP'HAT the King having ordered the Subjetts of 
the Pope to depart out of his Kingdoms, and that 

none of them fhall be admitted for the future, his Ma- 
jetty has thought fit to forbid the bringing in of all 
Sorts of Merchandizes coming from Rome, or any other 
Parts of the Pope’s Dominions, under any Name what- 
foever, on Pain of being dealt with as contraband Goods ; 
That the Merchandizes which are now remaining in the 
King’s Ware-houfes belonging to the Cuflom-houfes, 
fhall be fent away within Six Months, without being 
delivered to the Perfons to whom they are addrefled, on 
Pain of Confifcation : And that Inventories be —o of 
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fuch as are in the Hands of Private Perfons, who fhall 
be obliged to difpofe of them in the Space of a Year, 
on Pain of Confifcation of all fuch as fhall be found in 
their Cuftody after the Expiration of the faid Term. 








Thus we fee to what an Heighth thefe Mifunderftand- 
ings have arifen between thefe two Courts: The King 
of Spain has been endeavouring to work a Recenciliation 
between them, but has hitherto found the King of Por- 
tuzal inflexible, 
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The Congrefs of SOISSON S. 


EFORE we enter upon the Proceeding of this 

Congrefs, we think it proper to infert the follow- 

ing Orders, which were agreed upon by the Plenipo- 

tentiaries before they met at the Place for holding the 
Congrefs. 


ORDERS and REGULATIONS to be obferved 
during the Congre/s. 


I. \ A 7H EN the Plenipotentiaries come to affift in 

the Conferences on Publick Affairs, their Re- 
tinue fhall be compofed of one Gentleman, a Secretary, 
two Pages, four Footmen, and, if they defire it, two 
Heydukes. 

II. The Conferences fhall be held, without obferving 
either Ceremony or Rank, at a round Table, where 
there is no Place higher or lower than another, and all 
the Plenipotentiaries fhall feat themfelves as they come 
thither. 

III. The Coaches fhall alfo range themfelves in the 
Court of the Caftle, as they arrive, leaving however 
the Paffage free. 

IV. All Differences and Quarrels between the Coach- 
men, and other meaner Domefticks, fhall be prevented, 
and Orders fhali be given them to treat one another 
friendly, and to fuccour each other mutually. 

V. When two Coaches meet in narrow Paffages, the 
Coachmen, without the leaft Difference who thall be 
firft or laft, thall open and make Paffages; and he that 
fhall be firft called upon to ftop, fhall give Way to the 
other if he can. 

VI. In 
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VI. In paffing, as well within as without the City, 
in the Streets or on the Roads, each fhall give Way, 
without the leaft Quarrel, or Pretenfion to Precedence, 

VII. The Pages and Liverymen fhail ¢arry neither 
Stick, Sword, nor any Sort of Fire-Arms, either openly 
or fecretly, and are forbid to be out of the City or in 
the Streets late at Night, and thofe who contravene thefe 
Orders, fhall be feverely punithed. 

VIII. When a Domeftick of any Plenipotentiary thal! 
be convicted of any Crime, whereby the publick Peace 
may be interrupted, the Plenipotentiary, after an Exe 
amination which each Minifter referves to himfelf with 
Regard to his Domeftick, thal! defift from any Right of 
punifhing him as his Domeftick, and depriving him of 
all Protection, fhall deliver him into the Hands of the 
Judge of the Place, to be punifhed according te Laws 
and in Cafe any Domeftick be taken by the Magifirate, 
or by the Night City Guard, in any Crime tending to 
the Perturbation of the publick Peace, it thall be per- 
mitted to arreft any fuch Domeftick, upon giving Inti- 
mation of the Matter to the Plenipotentiary ; after 
which the Orders of the Plenipotentiary fhall be exe- 
cuted, be they either for committing him to Prifon, or 
releafing him. 

IX. If any Domeftick of a Plenipotentiary fhall at- 
tack another Domeftick of any Plenipotentiary, the Ag- 
greffor fhall be immediately delivered to the Matter of- 
fended, who fhall exercife fuch Juftice on him as he 
fhall think fit. 

X. All the Plenipotentiaries fhall forbid feverely 
their Domefticks, as well Gentlemen, Pages, as others, 
to have any Quarrels or Difputes among themfelves 5 
if, however, any Difference fhould arife, and that a 
Domeftick fhall arm himfelf againft his Adverfary, he 
fhall be driven, without any Excufe, out of the Houfe 
of the Plenipotentiary, and even out of the City. 

XI. The Plenipotentiaries fhall promife mutua!!y not 
to take into their Service any Domeftick who fhall be 
turned out of his Mafter’s Houfe, or who {hall quit it 
without his Confent. 

XII. If any Plenipotentiary is defirous that any one 
of his Domefticks may be punifh’d with Imprifonment, 
he fhall be confined and maintained at the Expence ot 
the Plenipotentiary. 

XIII. All thefe Meafures for preferving Harmony 
and good Order, fhall not ferve for Example, or be of 
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any Prejudice in any other Place, Time, or Con- 
junGure, ; : 

XIV. The Plenipotentiaries are to give the Names of 
all their Domefticks, in order to prevent Impoftors ha- 
ving any Opportunity for pifling for Domefticks of any 
Plenipotentiary.

The beft Account we can give of the Opening and Pro- 
grefs of this Congrefs is contain’d in the following pub- 
lick Advices, which, however, we are fenfible are de- 
feGtive in many Particulars. 


Soiffons, Fune tg. 

N the 12th Inftant in the Evening their Excellen- 
cies Mr. Stanhope and Mr. Poyntz arrived here from 
Paris, as did his Excellency Mr. Walpole from Compiezne. 
They found here Baron Penterriedter, with the three 
Spanifh Plenipotentiarics, the Marqueffes de Fenelon and 
Brancas, and M. Goflinga. A few Hours after the Arri- 
val of the faid British Embaffadors, came Count Zinzen- 
dorf. On the 13th in the Morning arrived the Cardi- 
nal de Fleury; as did M. Hoponthe 16th. All thefe 
Minifters were each and feverally received in the fame 
Manner, viz. without any other Ceremony but that of 
the Difcharge of 12 Pieces of Cannon at their entring 
the Town : On their Arrival they were welcomed by 
the Intendant, the Bifhop and Chapter, and the feveral 

Bodies of the Magiftracy in their Formalities. 

In the Vifits and Interviews the Plenipotentiaries had 
together on the 13th, it was agreed thit the Congrefs 
fhould be open’d the next Day. 
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On Monday the 14th, at Eleven in the Morning, they 
all affembled at the Caftle, with the Train and Equi- 
page limited by the Regulation at Cambray. The French 
Vlenipotentiaries received the reft at the Door of the 
Hall ; and being all feated at a round Table without Ce- 
remony, (conformably to what was praétic’d at Cam- 
bray) Count Zinzendorf opened the Conference by a 
fhort Speech, containing in Subftance: 





HAT the Confent of the Emperor his Mafter to 

the holding of the Congrefs, is one of the Proofs 
of his Imperial Majefty’s Defire to procure the Peace of 
Europe : That his Imperial Majefty is fully perfwaded 
of Cardinal de Fleury’s unweary’d Application to faci- 
ditate fo falutary a Work as that of a general Pacifica- 
tion, and hopes the Moft Chriflian King will continue 
to co-operate for attaining fo great and good an End; 
upon which Cardinal de Fleury’s further Declaration is 
expected, Gc. 

His Excellency added, That he could not do better 
than to refer himfelf to the Advice of a Mediator whofe 
Sincerity is fo well known: That the Defire of a gene- 
ral Peace had prevailed over all the Confiderations that 
snight have ftagger’d the Emperor, and that his Impe- 
rial Majefty was thereupon pleafed to anfwer the good 
Gntentions he had obferved' in the other concerned 
Parties. 


Cardinal de Fleury return’d an Anfwer to this Speech, 
to the Effe&t following, viz. 


HAT he thank’d their Excellencies for their Con- 
defcenfion in coming to SoifJons : That they were 

met there to accommodate the Differences, and to re- 
move every Thing that might have a Tendency to a 
Rupture: That to limit the too far extended Domini- 
ons of certain Powers is not the Bufinefs in Hand, but 
to pacify the Troubles arifen by Jealoufy: That it 
would not be difficult to remedy the fame, provided 
they fet about it with Sentiments of Juftice and Since- 
sitv: That he found fo much Moderation, and fuch fa- 
vourable Difpofitions in moft of the Minifters Plenipo- 
tentiary, as gave all imaginable Hopes for a happy Hlue 
of the Congrefs ; That they had given particular Marks 
thereof, by removing all Difputes touching the Cere- 
monial : That the like Sentiments of Moderation ought 
to prevail for accommodating reciprocal Grievances: 
Tha 
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That it had been agreed, that the Demands which fhall 
be made by one Party, fhall be communicated to the 
other Party to anfwer thereto: That in Cafe thofe De- 
mands cannot be adjufted amicably by Negociation, the 
Minifters of the Powers which are not directly concern’d 
therein, are to employ their good Offices to reconcile 
the Parties; And that in fine, the Anfwers on every 
Matter fhall be delivered by either Party in the Name 
of all the Allies.

After thefe Speeches, the Minifters produced their 
full Powers, and it was agreed, that thofe with the 
Charafter of Embaffador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary fhould be made ufe of, as being propereft to be in- 
ferted in the Inftrument of the Treaty when they fhould 
come to fign. 


Other Advices from So#/Jons contain fome Particulars 
not mention’d in the former, and therefore we fhall in- 
fert them here. 

Soiffons, “fune 17. Cardinal de Fleury, Minifter of 
State, and his Majefty’s firft Embaffador Plenipotentiary, 
arrived here the 13th in the Morning from Cumpiegne, 
and after having notify’d his Arrival to the refpettive 
Embaffadors Plenipotentiary, he received their Vifits 
and returned them the fame Day. On Mondaythe 14th, 
at Eleven inthe Morning, the Embaffadors of the five 
contra&ting Powers repaired, according to Agreement, 
to the Great Hall of the Caftle prepared for their Meet- 
ing, where the two Imperial Plenipotentiaries, namely, 
Count Zinzendorf, and Baron de Penterriedter, came latt 
of all, and were received at the Foot of the Stair-Cafe 
by the Intendant of this Town, and at the Head by the 
two French Plenipotentiaries, who conduéted them into 
the Hatl, where they, like the others, placed them. 
felves in Elbow-Chairs at a round Table, and took their 
Seat near the Chimney. Count Zinxendorf made the 
firft Speech, and Cardinal de Fleury the Second, for the 
Opening of the Congrefs, both tending chiefly to exhort 
all of them to have nothing elfe in View but Unity and 
Peace ; which Speeches were highly approved. After 
which the refpettive full Powers were produced, when 
it was thought proper to communicate Copies thereof 
to each other. When this firft Meeting broke up, al?’ 
the Plenipotentiaries went to Cardinal de Fleury’s, and 
were fplendidly treated -by his Eminency. The next 
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Day, the 15th, Count Zinxendorf, the Emperor’s firft 
Plenipotentiary, gave a great Feaft to all the Embaffa- 
dors. Yeflterday the 16th, the fecond Conference was 
held, wherein the Copies of the full Powers were col- 
Jated with the Originals, and duly delivered : Which 
done, their Excellencies were magnificently entertained 
by the Duke de Bournonville, the King of Spain’s firft 
Plenipotentiary, as they were this Day by the firft Ples 
nipotentiary of the King of Great Britain, after the 
third Conference was over, wherein the Days for the 
future Conference were only fixed. 

Soiffons, Fuly 1. On Sunday the 27th paft, the Car- 
dinal de Fleury return’d hither from Compiegne. The 
next Morning, the Embaffadors Plenipotentiary held an 
ordinary Conterence 3 after which, his Eminency enter- 
tained them all at Dinner ; as did the Duke de Bour- 
nonville on Tuefday. Yetterday an extraordinary Confe- 
rence was holden, wherein the Demands were delivered 
to the Imperialifts and Spaniards, thefe laft not having 
yet finifhed their Memorial. As foon as this Conference 
was over, the French Plenipotentiaries and Intendant 
went to dine with the Cardinal, who fct out the fame 
Afternoon for Dammartin, four Leagues from Paris, 
where he defign’d to lie, and to meet the King at Ver- 
failles this Day, his Majefty being gane from Compiegne 
for the fame Place this Vorning. The Duke de Bour- 
nanville, firft Plenipotentiary of Spain, is going to Paris 
for fourteen Days; and Mr. Walpole defigns to fet out 
To-morrow for the fame Place. Baron Sparre, firft Ple- 
nipotentiary of the King of Sweden, arrived here twa 
Days ago ; and the King of Denmark's is daily ex-, 
petted. 

Paris, Fuly2. Letters from Soiffons advife, that upon 
the 28th of ‘Fune, a Conference was held by all the Ple- 
nipotentiaries, which began at Eleven o’Clock. Car- 
dinal Fleury and Count Zixzendorf did not fit above an 
Hour with them, it feems; but the Minifters of Eng- 
land, Spain, and Holland continued fitting ’till Three 
o’Clock ; about which Time Count Zinzendorf return’d 
from riding with the Cardinal two Hours in his Coach, . 
and went immediately to compare Notes with the Duke 
de Bournonville, firft Plenipotentiary of Spain; which 
occafioned another general Conference to be held the 30th 
of June, between all the Minifters, but we cannot learn 
what paffed therein. Mean while it is given out here, 
that Count Ziszendorf will fet qut for Vienna et this 
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Week is at an End, and leave Baron Penterriedter at Soif 
fons. Mr. Walpole, Embaflador of England, is expeSted 
here this Evening; as alfo Mynheer Van Hoey, the 
Dutch Embaffador, from Compicgne. 

Soiffons, Fuly 8. Onthe qth Inflant, Count Baffewitz, 
Plenipotentiary of the Duke of Ho//fem, gave qa mag- 
nificent Entertainment to feveral Minifters and other 
Perfons of Diftinflion ; and at Night there was a Con- 
cert and Ball at Senhor Barnachea’s, fecond Plenipoten- 
tiary of Spain. Here is arrived all Sorts of fine Equi- 
page for Prince Kurakin, Plenipotentiary of the Czar of 
Mujfcovy, for whoma fine Hotel is prepared in the Ab- 
bey of St. Legar. On the 5th, arrived here two Ex- 
preffes, ane from Spain, and the other from France ; 
whereupon a Meeting in the Caftle was fummon’d, at 
which appear’d almoft all the Plenipotentiaries thar are 
in Town 3; but the Conference was over in an Hour and 
a half, the Subject we cannot Jearn. That Day the 
Marquefs de Fenelon and Senhor Barnachea treated feveral 
Minifters fumptuoufly at Dinner. On the 7th, about 
Twoin the Morning, Count Zinzendorf fet out for Pa- 
ris, where he propofes to fpend a Fortnight. 

Soiffons, Fuly 11. On Thurfday latt the Intendant of 
this Province entertained moft of the Plenipotentiaries 
that are in Town with a Dinner; as he did likewife 
the next Day their Secretaries and Gentlemen. Mon- 
fieur Patin, Author of the Dijertation upon the Freedom 
of Navigation, and Monficur Praly, one of the Dire&tors of 
the Offend Eaft-India Company, arrived here fome Days 
ago, but have not yet deliver’d any Thing to the Con; 
grefs in Behalf of the faid Company. Mr. Stanhope, 
firft Plenipotentiary of England, fet out on Friday laft 
for Paris. Mynheer Gedda, Plenipotentiary of Sweden, 
is alfo upon the Road thither ; but not Count Coning/- 
yelt, the Bavarian Minifter. 

Soiffons, Fuly 22. Dr. Silvia arrived from Paris on 
Monday Night laft, at the Requeft of Baron Penter- 
riedter, who was feiz’d with a violent Pleurify fome 
Days before. This Paris Phyfician immediately held a 
Confultation with the three Phyficians of this Place, 
who had attended the Patient, and approved, in the 
firft Place, of all that they had dane: Then they or- 
der’d him a Vomit, from which they expected great 
Matters ; and on Tue/day they gave him a Sweat, which 
had not the defired Effeét ; for about Eleven o’Clock that 
Night the Baron dy’d, having retained his Senfes to the 
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very laft Moment. He defir’d, before his Death, that 
his Body might not be open’d ; that Nobody might touch 
it but his own Servants ; and that it might be bury’d 
without any State or Pomp; which will be done this 
Evening in the Church of our Abbey of St. Leger. ’Tis 
faid he has made a Codicil to his Will, and put it into 
the Hands of the Marquefs de Fenelon, as Executor 
thereof. The Death of this Minifter is very much re- 
gretted by all the others in general, on the Account of 
his great Parts, ftri€t Honour and Integrity. On Mon- 
day Morning at Eleven o’Clock, a Conference was held 
in the Caftle, between the Plenipotentiaries then in 
Town. The next Morning at Three o’Clock, Mynheer 
Hop, firft Plenipotentiary of Holland, fet out for Paris, 
where he will pafs fome Days; and the fame Afternoon 
he was follow’d by Mynheer Ba/fewitz, Plenipotentiary 
of Holftein, with moft of his Domefticks. On the other 
Hand, Mr. Stanhope, firft Plenipotentiary of England, 
return’d Yefterday to his Country-houfe, and came to 
Town this Day. This Morning there was a Meeting of 
the Five Plenipotentiaries in the Caftle, to fettle the 
Funeral of the late Baron Penterriedter. 

Soiffons, Fuly 25. Notwithftanding the deceas’d Baron 
Penterriedter defired before his Death, to be interred 
without Pomp or Solemnity, yet the Intendant of the 
Soiffonsis, together with the Roman Catholick Plenipo- 
tentiaries, thought fit to difpofe Things in the follow- 
ing Manner: As foon as his Corpfe was placed ina 
Coffin, it was expofed to publick View in a Hall of his 
Houfe, which was hanged with black Cloth, and illu- 
minated with a great Number of Flambeaus, and his 
farms were placed againft the Wall; the Bells of the 
chief Church, and of the Abbey of St. Leger were rung. 
In the Evening, at Seven o’Clock, the greateft Part of 
the Garrifon were under Arms; and the Officers having 
mourning Knots to their Swords and Hats, the Soldiers 
were ranged along the Streets, and accompany’d the Fu- 
neral Proceffion, which was begun by the Children of 
the Hofpital, having each a Wax-Candle in their Hands ; 
then foliow’d the Monks and ‘the Clergy of the Abbey 
of St. Leger, and the Switzer of his Excellency, and 
Footmen, carrying his Shield and Buckler; then the 
other Officers of his Houfhold ; and next the Corpfe, 
being carry’d by eight Cordeliers : His Coffin was near 
eight Foot long ; the Intendant, fome Plenipotentiaries, 
their Gentlemen and Secretaries follow’d the Corpfe ; 
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as alfoall the Magiftrates, with the Beadles and Ser- 
jeants, all in the City Livery. The whole was clofed 
by twelve maimed Soldiers. The Funeral Proceflion 
moved round the great Market Place to the Church, 
which was all hung in Mourning, and finely illumi- 
nated. As foon as the Corpfe was laid in the Grave, 
the Soldiers fired two Salvo’s before the Church,and when 
the Grave was filled up, they came one by one and fired 
fingly over it. 
Hague, July 27. Letters from Paris and Soiffons con- 
firm the Death of Baron Penterriedter, his Imperial 
Majefty’s Third Plenipotentiary at the prefent Congrefs. 
This new and unforefeen Incident will certainly retard 
‘the Negotiations of Peace, unlefs Count Windif/gratz 
fhould, on that Occafion, haften to the Congrefs, and 
afift in the Conferences during the Abfence of Count 
Zinzendorf, who will return to Vienna as foon as they 
are brought into a regular Method, and the King of 
Spain’s Refolution is known, with Regard to the prin- 
cipal Difficulties that at prefent obftruét the Bufinefs of 
the Congrefs. Thefe are the Demand of fome Places 
which the Spani/h Miniftry obftinately ‘perfift in, not- 
withftanding all the Remonftrances made to them by the 
Marquefs de Brancas, Embaflador of France, who was 
fent to Madrid on purpofe to reconcile this Matter, and 
prevent its burfling into a Flame; and in order thereto, 
has roundly declared to them, That the Crown upon whicr 
they form this Demand will, to his certain Knowledze, ne- 
ver confent that thofe Poffeffions fhall be render'd preca- 
vious, by being difcufs’d in aCongrefs of Peace: That the 
faid Crown may now rejett that Pretenfion with the better 
Grace, becaufe the Preliminary Articles, which were to 
ferve as the Ground-work of the future Treaty, make no 
Mention of fuch Surrenders: That the Croan in Queflion 
makes no other Demand, but the Redrefs of her Grievances 
in Conformity to the Treaty of Utrecht, as the Bafis of the 
future Negotiations ; and would chufe rather to break u ip 
the Congre{s, than to be ty'd down to fuch hard Terms and 
Conditions, fo prejudicial to her Intereft, &c. Whereupon 
the Exprefs which the Duke de Bournonville difpatch'd 
to Madrid before he leit Paris, was fent back from Ma- 
dria with new Inftruétions upon that Article ; and tho” 
we have no certain Knowledge what they are, yet ’tis 
whifper’d among the Publick, that they are favourable 
to the Allies of Hanover, and particularly to Great Bri- 
tain.

Hague, July 30. Men begin to talk here of a new 
Augmentation of the Troops, in Cafe the Negotiations 
at Soiffons fhould not have the defired Effet ; of which, 
tho’ we have {till good Hope, yet we cannot pretend to 
afcertain the Succefs. To fpeak Truth, our laft Letters 
from Puris and Soiffons are not fo favourable as we could 
with; the Spanijh Plenipotentiaries ftill perfifting in 
their Demand of certain Poffeflions, as a Condition fine 
qua non; the Confequences whereof any one may fores 
tell, unlefs they can be pefuaded to change their Tone, 
Mean while, we flatter ourfelves, that the ordinary 
Conferences will be refumed upon the Return of the 
Plenipotentiaries that are abfent, and that the General 
Conference may be held upon the 7th of the next 
Month. Count Zinxendorf does not propofe to fet out 
on his Return to Vienna till the latter End of Auguft, 
before which Time Count Windifgratz is expetted at 
Soiffons ; and perhaps a third Plenipotentiary in the 
Room of Baron Penterriedter. This deceafed Gentle- 
man was bred under the High Chancellor Zinzendorf, 
having been many Years his Secretary, as well during 
his Embaffy here, as at the Congrefs of Utrecht : But 
how well foever the Count may be difpofed, it is very 
well known, the Baron never was a Friend to this Re- 
publick. 

Hague, Auguft 13. If the King of Spain’s Ratification 
of the Preliminary Articles was deferr’d from Time to 
Time, and fpun out into Length ; the prefent Negotia- 
tion for putting an End to the Troubles in Europe, is 
like to try the Patience of the Well-difpofed much 
more, by what Conjefture can be made from the Infan- 
cy of the Congrefs, fo little condefcending do the Im- 
perial and Spanifh Plenipotentiaries appear; who feem 
rather to follow the Maxim of the Lawyers, Petitur in- 
juftum, ut obtineatur juftum. They fupport their unrea- 
fonable Pretenfions with premeditated Defign, and Con- 
cert (no doubt) between their refpef&tive Courts, whofe 
principal View is to gain Time ‘till the Galleons are 
arrived ; and then they will be more intra&table than be- 
fore. But the Allies of Hanover will, no doubt, take 
Meafures to difappoint them even herein, and not fuf- 
fer themfelves to be longer amufed, after the Return 
of the Expreffes which are again fent to the Courts of 
Vienna and Madrid: °*Till when there is nothing to be 
done at the Congrefs at Soiffans, the Plenipotentiaries 
mecting only for Form-fake, Mean while, we flatter 
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ourfelves, the good Harmony and Firmnefs of the Al» 
lies of Hanover, will oblige thofe of Vienna fvoon to 
change their Mind. 

Hague, Aug 17. The Affairs of the Congrefs of Soi/- 





fons are much in the fame Situation, the Spani/h Pleni- 


potentiarics not having yet deliver’d in their Specifick 
Demands and Pretenfions; which isthe more furpr - 
zing, becaufe they declared that they were ready fome 
Time ago, They can have no other Wiew in this De- 
lay, than to gain Time for the Galleons to arrive in 
Spain; but the Allies of Hanover have taken the Refc- 
lution not to be amufed any longer than the End of the 
current Month, when they will prefs thofe of Vienna 
to declare themfelves freely and above-board. Count 
Linzendorf will tarry ’till then at Paris, tho’ he has 
already received the Emperor his Matter’s Orders to 
return to Vienna, and refume his Office of High Chan- 
cellor of the Court: But at the Time that thofe Orders 
were difpatch’d, the Imperial Court knew nothing of 
Baron Penterriedter’s Death. 

Hague, Aug. 20. There is at prefent much more 
Likelihood, that the Congrefs of Soi/fons will break up 
without Succefs, than be carry’d on “till it ends in a 
fafe and honourable Peace. The Backwardnefs of the 
Court of Spain to deliver in their Pretenfions and pre- 
tended Grievancés, is more and more fufpetted by the 
Allies of Hanover, who plainly perceive, that they have 
the Arrival of the Galleons in View, after which they 
imagine they could make a better Market of their 
Wares. 

Soiffons, Aug. 1g. On Monday laft, feveral of the Ple- 
nipotentiaries met in the Caftle at the ufual Hour; but 
their Conference was very ikort. Every one expected, 
that a Grand Conference would have been held this 
Day, becaufe it was given out, that the Cardinal de 
Fleury and all the other Plenipotentiaries that have been 
at Paris, were coming on purpofe to aflit thereat: But 
we have heard nothing of thems; neither was there any 
Conference at all this Morning, as ufual, to the Afto- 
nifhment of fome of the Miniflers, who took a Turn up 
to the Caftle-Gates at the ufual Hour, not Knowing 
there would be no Affembly. The Occafion hereof is 
attributed to the Departure of the Court, and moft of 
the Foreign Minifters that were at Paris for Fontainbleau. 
The Plenipotentiaries that are now in Town will meet 
To-morrow Morning; and it is faid the Cardinal de 
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Fleury will fhortly fix a Day for coming thither, in 
order to the holding of a General Conference. Yefter- 
day Morning the Swedi/h Minitter’s Lady, the Baronefs 
of Spar, arrived here from England. This Day Mr. 
Poyntz gave a fplendid Entertainment to moft of the 
Minifters and other Perfons of Diftin&tion; and the 
fame Evening a great Number of Gentlemen and La- 
dies were fumptuoufly regaled at the Charge of the 
Count de St. Fulian; after which there was a Ball, which 
lafted "till very late in the Night. 

Soiffons, Aug. 23. There having been no Conference 
on Thur/day laft, nor any Plenipotentiaries fince arrived, 
it is altogether unlikely that there will be any Confe- 
rence To-morrow. Thefe Delays are generally attri- 
buted te the Cardinal de Fleury, who has not yet declar’d 
himfelf as to the King’s Anfwer or Refolution concern- 
ing the Articles exhibited on the Part of their High- 
Mightineffes the States General of the United Nether- 
lands, notwithftanding the Inftances of Count Zinxen- 
dorf, Mr. Stanhope, and Mynheer Hop, Mean while it 
has been obferv’d, that the Conftitution takes up no 
{mall Part of the Cardinal Minifter’s Time. Count 
Zinzendorf and Mr. Stanhope have hired Houfes at For- 
tainbleau, where Mr. Walpole is before-hand with them. 

Hague, Aug. 24. Our Letters from Soiffons and Paris 
ate ftill filent with Regard to the A&tivity of the Con- 
grefs, and the Departure of Count Zinzendorf and the 
Duke de Bournonville for Soiffons ; and rather infinuate, 
that they will follow the Court of France to Fontainbleau, 
to carry on their private Conferences with the Cardi- 
nal de Fleury. Be that as it will, the Duke de Bour- 
nonville will not deliver in the Specifick Demands and 
Pretenfions of his Court ’till he has received another 
Exprefs from Madrid. 

Soiffons, Aug. 29. It looks now as if the Congrefs 
would receive new Life from the Arrival of the Pleni- 
potentiarics that wereabfent. On Friday Noon Mr. Stan- 
hope came to Town from Paris, and dined with Mr. 
Poyntz, by whom the three Plenipotentiaries of Hol- 
land were only invited, and in the Afternoon thofe five 
Minifters had a long Conference together. The next 
Day, Mr. Stanhope entertain’d the fame Company and 
the two French Plenipotentiaries at Dinner. There isa 
very good Underftanding between all thofe Minifters. 
We are told there will bea great Affembly in the Caftle 
To-morrow 5 and that fome Articles will then be 
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brought upon the Tapis, which have been agreed upon 
at Paris, Verfailles, or Fontainbleau: It is even faid, 
that the Congrefs will not be of fo long Duration as 
was imagined, thro’the particular Care that is taken 
to remove Difficulties. But there’s Room to doubt whe- 
ther Things are yet brought to that Maturity ; for no- 
thing can be more evident, than that, hitherto, the 
Condu&t of the Courts of Vienna and Madrid tends only 
to gain Time, and to amufe the Allies of Hanover un- 
der various Pretences. Some afcribe thefe Procraftina- 
tions wholly to the Court of Spain, and pretend that 
the Imperialifts a&t a more fincere Part, and are far bet+ 
ter difpofed towards an amicable Accommodation. But 
others again are of Opinion, that the Emperor’s Journey 
to Triaétes is all of a Piece with the King of Spain’s dif- 
fembled Sicknefs. This Day the Intendant of the Soi/- 
fonnois entertained at Dinner as many of the Plenipo- 
tentiaries as were in Town, We hear the French King 
will come from Fontainbleau to Compiegne, that the Car« 
dinal de Fleury may be nearer to the Congrefs, to 
Watch, ashe has hitherto done, with great Vigilance, 
and (at leaft apparent) Integrity, and Zeal for the Al- 
liance of Hanover, the Paces and Counter-Paces of the 
Imperialifts and Spaniards. 

Soiffons, Sept. 2. On Monday Morning laft (the 30th 
of Auguft) feveral Plenipotentiaries met at the ufual 
Hour; but the Conference was of a fhort Duration, 
and they went afterward and took a Walk in the Mall 
behind the Caftle. The fame Evening between Seven 
and Eight o’Clock, arrived Count Coningsfelt, Plenipo- 
tentiary of the Eleftor of Bavaria, being faluted with 
twelve Pieces of Cannon. The next Morning about 
Eight, came Count Golofskin, Embaffador and Plenipo- 
tentiary of the Czar of Mufcovy, who was faluted with 
the like Number of Guns; and the fame Evening ar- 
rived from Paris Count Zinzendorf with the Baron de 
Fonfeca, Third Minifter-Plenipotentiary of the Empc- 
ror, who was faluted in the fame Manner as the two 
above-named. He has already received the Compli- 
ments of the Foreign Minifters, and of the Magittrates 
of this City. The Affembly which was to have been 
held in the Caftle this Day, was anticipated one twenty- 
four Hours, and held Yefterday Morning, becaufeCount 
Zinzendorf pretended he was obliged to return to Fun« 
tainbleau : His Excellency then introduced the Baron 
de Fonfeca, who deliver’d in his Credentials. The Couns 
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treated all the Plenipotentiaries that Day at Dinner, 
and fet out this Morning for Fontainbleau, whither Mr. 
Stansope, Firft Plenipotentiary of England, and Mr. Pel- 
ham, Secretary of the Embaify, began their Journey 
Yefterday. Meflieurs Hop and Goflinga, Plcnipoten- 
tiaries of the States General, are likewife following to 
Fontainbleau, where it is apparent the principal Work 
isto bedone. This Day the Plenipotentiaries in Town, 
were entertain’d by the Baron de Fonfeca. Senhor Ba- 
renachea, Second Plenipotentiary of Spain, is flill at Pa- 
vis, but we expect him in a few Davs, with his Lady, 
his Daughter, and Son-in-Law. Before his Departure, 
Count Zinzendorf deliver’d the following PAPER to 
the Dutch Minitlers, viz. 





The ANSWE R of his Imperial Majefty’s Plenipotentiary 

' to the Memorial prefented the 30th of tone 1728, by the 
Plenipotentiaries of the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces at the Congrefs of Soiffons. 


T. would be too tedious to refume the Difcuffion of 
the unqueftionable Right his Imperial Majefty has 
of granting to his Subjetts of the Auftrian Netherlands 


the Privilege of navigating to the Eajft-Indies, and of 
trafiicking there with free People, feeing that this Right 
is fufficiently made appear in many Differtations that 
have been printed on this Subjeét ; and it having been 
demonftrated, that the Articles of the Peace of Weft- 
Phalia, which have been alledg’d, eftablith nothing con- 
trary to this Right, nor do Regard in any Manner the 
Subjests of the Auftrian Netherlands ; therefore his Im- 
perial Majefty doubts not but that his Right will fub- 
jift entire, and thinks he may maintain it with Honour, 
and without Breach of Faith. 

Forafmuch as during the Congrefs the, chief Bufinefs 
will be to find out Means to reftore the former good In- 
telligence, and to fecure the publick Tranquillity, his 
imperial Majefty will not fail, on his Part, to contri- 
bute to fo falutary a Defign, in every Thing that is not 
inconfiftent with his own Rights and the Interefts of his 
Subje&ts; and he will liften with Satisfa&tion to what- 
ever the States General fhall think fit to propofe on this 
Head ; defiring them to be fully perfuaded, ‘that he has 
as much at Heart as any other of their Allies, the Pre- 
fervation and Welfare of their Republick, which is 
gnited to him by the Bonds of a ftritt Friendfhip; his 
ni . Imperial 
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Imperial Majefty promifing himfelf the like, on the 
Part of the States General. 

As to what regards the Complaints made by their 
High Mightineffes, concerning the Treaty of Commerce 
concluded at Vienna the 1ft of May 1725, between his 
Imperial Majefty and the King of Spain, and of fome 
Articles which are wrefled to a wrong Senfe, it will be 
eafy to prevent all Jealoufy, and to explain the true 
Sentiments of Candour of the contrafting Parties, who 
never had it in their Thoughts to infringe the former 
Treaties. 

To conclude, his Imperial Majefty dees not believe 
that any Thing contain’d in the faid Treaty can be pre- 
judicial to the Interefls and Poffeflions of any Ally what- 
foever, nor contrary to the Tenour of his Treaties: But 
he thinks himfelf equally engaged to his Allies to fup- 
port their Interefts, conformably to the Treaties he is 
entered into with them, and to procure for them a juit 
Satisfattion, when it fhall be known that any Injury 
has been done them. His Imperial Majefty fees with 
Pleafure the Declaration which the States General make, 
of their Readinefs to come into the Meafures that fha!! 
be judg’d neceffary to ftrengthen the Repofe of Europ:, 
and remove all Grounds of Diffenfion: And this agree- 
ing exa€tly with the Sentiments of his Imperial Maje- 
fly, he gladly concurs therein, in the Manner ftipulated 
by the Preliminary Articles, which are to be a ftanding 
Rule for the Regulation of this Congrefs. 

Laftly, his Imperial Majefty referves to himfelf the 
Power of fetting forth and explaining more at large in 
the Negotiations of this Congrefs, whatever his Interefls, 
and the Alliances he is enter’d into, may require. 





Hague, Sept. 7. At laft we have Advice, that Count 
Zinzendorf, the Emperor’s Firft Plenipotentiarv, is re- 
turn’d to Soiffons from the Court of France. This fillsus 
with Hopes, that there will foon be a General Confe- 
rence, to anfwer the Pretenfions of the Republick ; tho” 
peradventure it will be only harping upon the fume 
String; I mean, that the Drift of the Imperial Anfwer 
will tend to the Prefervation of the Offend Company = 
But fhould the Imperial Plenipotentiaries even give up 
that Point at laft, what would this avail, fo Jong as the 
unhappy Differences fubfitt between the Courts of Ma- 
drid and London? Of thefe we fee no End, while the 
Spaniards trump up @ thoufand Pretences to jut if —— 
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Delay in producing their Counter-Pretenfions ; for which 
they mutt either have received the Orders of their Court, 
and then one would think the Duke de Bournonville 
would have accompany’d Count Zinzendorf to Soiffons 3 
or elfe they take upon them prodigiouily in ftifling Wri- 
tings of that Importance, which muft pafs the Forms 
of the Congrefs. 

Soiffons, Sept.5. Count Zinzendorf’s late Journey 
hither was on no other Account than to be prefent at the 
Introduétion of the Baron de Fonfeca, in Quality of Ple- 
nipotentiary Embaffador at the Congrefs. °Tis believed 
that in the Affembly, which is to be held To-morrow, 
fome of the Plenipotentiaries of the Princes who have 
acceded to the Treaties of Vienna and Hanover, will be 
introduced into the Congrefs. M. Hop and M. Goflinga 
are fet out to go and affift at the Conferences which are 
to be held at Fontainbleau, with Cardinal de Fleury, 
Count Zinxendorf, and the Embaffadors of Great Britain 
and Spain. ’Tis reported, that the Affairs concerning 
the Offend Company, Gidraltar, and Port Mahon are as 
good as concluded; and that they wait only for that 
End ’till the Return of the Expreffes difpatch’d to Vi- 
enna and Madrid, to have the Approbation of the Pro- 
je&, which is faid to be agreed on with Cardinal de 
Fleury. On Friday about Six in the Evening, Baron 
Franken, the Ele¢tor Palatine’s Plenipotentiary Minifter, 
arrived in this City, under a Salvo of twelve Pieces of 
Cannon. 

SoifJons, Sept.g. On Monday the Plenipotentiary Em- 
baffadors held their ufual Affembly at the Caftle, whi- 
ther the Marquefs de Fenelon went the Day following, 
with fome of the Secretaries of the Embaffies, to take a 
Copy of the Articles upon which they had deliberated 
the Day before. Mr. Poyntz fent that Night an Exprefs 
to London. They talk varioufly touching the Succefs 
of the Congrefs: Some believe it will foon be ended 
by an amicable Accommodation ; and others, that it 
will ftill meet with much Oppofition from the Part of 
a certain Potentate, which may make it lait a great 
while : Others again are of Opinion, that to remove all 
Difficulties it would be proper to agree upon a Truce: 
We fhall in a thort Time be better inform’d of thefe 
Matters. The Counts Gallowin and Baffewitz, Pleni- 
potentiaries of Rufia and Holftein, are gone from hence 
for Fontainbleau. 
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Soiffons, Sept. 12. On Thurfday laft Count Coningsfeld, 
Miniiter-Plenipotentiary of the EleCtor of Bavaria, gave 
a magnificent Dinner to all the Plenipotentiaries then 
in Town 3 and the next Morning he fet out Poft for 
Fontainbleau, whither he will be fpeedily follow’d by 
Baron Franken, Minifter of the EleStor Palatine. Great 
Quantities of Firewood have been provided for the Ple- 
nipotentiaries againft Winter, and are now lying upon 
the Bank of the River behind the Caftle ; but many are 
of the Opinion that the Congrefs will not laft fo long, 
and that the great Work will be finifh’d before that 
Time at Fontainbleau. Yefterday Sir William Wyndham’s 
Son gave a fine Concert at Mr.Walpole’s Lodgings here, 
follow’d by a Feaft and Ball, which lafted till this 
Morning Four o’Clock. 

Soi fons, Sept. 16. On Monday Morning a General 
Meeting of the Plenipotentiaries that were here, was 
held in the Caftle at the ufual Hour 5 and the Evgli/k 
Plenipotentiary Mr. Poyntz entertained all of them 
that Day at Dinner ; at which were alfo the Marchio- 
nefs of Santa Crux, the Baronefs of Spar, and the Baro- 
nefs of Franken. On Tuefday in the Evening Baron Spar, 
Plenipotentiary of Sweden, gave the fame Company a 
handfome Collation at his Country-Houfe two Leagues 
off; and Yefterday he rode a Hunting towards the 
Grounds of Lieutenant-General Muret, who made them 
a fumptuous Entertainment in the Evening. This Morn- 
ing there is no Affembly in the Caftle ; and we are told, 
that for the future there will be none but Mondays, fo 
long as moft of the Plenipotentiaries continue at Paris 
or Fontainbleax, from whence we are not to expect them, 
according to Report, till the Middle of Oétouber. And 
thus the Congrefs is, if I may be allow’d the Expref- 
fion, a Sort of Vacation. The Englifh Minifter Mr. 
Poyntz, is to treat all the Penipotentiaries that are here, 
this Day, at Plefis, a Country-Seat two Leagues off, 
which the Firft Plenipotentiary Mr. Stanhope hired, and 
left the Ufe of it to Mr, Poyntz during his Abfence.

PMN the the ith of April, M. Van Hoye, Embaflador 

in Ordinary of the States General, made his Pub- 

lick into Paris with great Magnificence, being received 

‘and conducted by the Marefchal d’ Alegre, and the Intro: 
duétor of the Embaffadors. 

His Excellency being arrived at his Hotel, was com- 
plimented on the Part of the King by the Duke d’Au- 
mont, firft Gentleman of the Bedchamber ; by the Count 
de TefJe on the Part of the Queen, and by the Marquefs 
de Crevecoeur on the Part of the Dutchefs Dowager of 
Orleance. The next Day his Excellency gave a fplendid 
Entertainment in his Hotel to the Foreign Minitfters, 
and other Perfons of Diftinétion. There were two Ta- 
bles, one of 25 Covers, and the other of 20, ferved with 
as great Plenty as Decency. 

The 13th the Prince de Pons, and the Introduftor of 
the Embaffadors, conduéted his Excellency in the King’s 
Coach to Verfailles, where he had his firft Publick Au- 
dience of the King and Queen with all the Ceremonies 
and Honours allow’d to Embaffadors of Crown’d Heads. 
After thofe Audiences, his Excellency was entertained 
at Dinner in the Hall of Embaffadors by the King’s Of- 
ficers, and afterwards conduéted back to his Houfe at 
Paris by the Prince de Pons, and the IntroduSor ‘in 
the King’s Coach. His Excellency made a Speech to 
the King, and another to the Queen, which are as fol- 
low : 


To the KING, 


SIRE, 
HEIR High Mightineffes the States General of 
the United Provinces of the Netherlands, my Lords 
and Mafters, could not honour me with a more glorious 
Chara&ter, than that of Embaflador to a Monarch, who 
commands Refpeé, not fo much for the Strength of his 
vatt Empire, as for the Luftre of his Royal Vertues. 

All Europe, Sire, looks with Amazement on the Ju- 
ftice and Moderation, the Steadinefs and Condefcenfion, 
the Prudence and Sincerity, fo happily united in your 
Majefty’s Sacred Perfon. 

Nay more, all Europe, Sire, fees with profound Ad- 
miration, that Piety is the Knot that ties together 
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Qualities fo excellent in themfelves, and fo rarely 
united.

Command of the Squadron, which at his Arrival he

Brigadier 
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Brigadier Hunter, the next Day after his Arrival at 
Jamaica, fummon’d the Council, and made the follow-

As the fudden Lofs of fo great and good a Prince muft 
naturally affeét his People with the deepeft Sorrow, fo 
by your Majefty’s happy Acceffion to the British Throne, 
that Scene of Melancholy is changed to the greateft 
Tranfport of Joy: On which happy Occafion permit us, 
dread Sir, among the loud Acclamations of your many du- 
tiful and loyal Subjeéts,to congratulate your Majefty, and 
with the fame univerfal Joy, to offer your Majefty this 
firt Tribute of our Duty, Loyalty and Obedience. 
And altho’ we are fo unhappy to be at this great Di- 
ftance from your Royal Prefence and immediate Care and 
Protef&tion, and the Province to which we belong may 
be thought inconfiderable, if compared with your other 
Dominions ; yet we affure your Majefty, that our Zeal 
and Affeftion to your Perfon and Government is no ways 
inferior to any of the reft of your Majefty’s Subjects.

Charles-Town, South-Carolina, March 22, 1728. 
N Exprefs came down laft Night from our Army 
at St. Auguftine, and brought the News, that they 
had kill’d 32 Yamaffie Indians and a Fryar, and wound- 
ed feveral; that they had burnt their Town, and made 
the Spaniards quit theirs, and retire into the Caflle, 
from whence they fired about 3e0 Guns upon our Army, 
but did no Damage: At lait they fent to know their 
Intent, whofe Anfwer was, That they wanted the Ya- 
maffee Indians that were in the Caftle: They made An- 
fwer, That they could not deliver them up, being the 
King of Spain’s Subje&ts. At length our Army retired, 
after having been there three Days, and brought fif- 
teen of the Yamaffee Indians Prifoners. The Governor 
of St. Augustine wrote two Letters to our Governor, 
that he would reftore us all Damages. Our Army cone 
fifis of 100 White Men, and 1¢0 Indians. 


New-York, April 29, 1728. 

N the r5th Inttant his Excellency ‘ohn Montgome- 

rie, Efq; Governor of this Province, arrived here 

in his Majefty’s Ship Shoreham, Capt. Long Comman- 
der: He was received at the Water-fide by his Excel- 
lency Governor Burnet, attended by the Gentlemen of 
his Majefty’s Council, the Corporation, and a great 
Number of Gentlemen and Merchants of this City : 
From thence he walked to the Fort, (a Company of 
Halberdiers and a Troop of Horfe marching before, and 
the Council, Corporation, Gentlemen, and Merchants 
following, the Streets being lined on each Side with 
the Militia) where, on his entring, he was faluted by 
the Difcharge of the Cannon ; and after publifhing his 
Commiflion, he walked (attended as before) to the 
City-Hall, where it was alfo publifhed, amidft a vait 
Concourfe of People, and then returned to the Fort: 
The Militia then drew upon the Parade, and faluted 
him with three Vollies. The fame Day his Excel- 
lency was pleafed to publith a Rroclamation, for conti- 
nuing 
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nuing all Officers, Civil and Military, until further 
Order. 

There has been prefented to him an humble Addrefs 
of the Mayor, Recotder, Aldermen, and Commonalty 
of his Majefty’s moft ancient City and Corporation of 
New York, inthe Colony of New York in America 5 to 
which his Excellency was pleafed to return the follow- 
ing Anfwer : 





Gentlemen, 
Thank the Corporation for this obliging Addrefs, and 
do affure you, that it fhall he my chief Concern to make 
the People whom Iam to govern, eafy and happy, in doing 
ewhich, I fhall obey his Majefty’s Commands, and the Diétates 
of my own Inclinations. 


Alfo an humble Addrefs of feveral of the principal 
Merchants, Freeholders, and Inhabitants of the City 
of New York 5 to which he was pleafed to reply in the 
following Terms: 


Gentlemen, 
Heartily thank you for this kind Addrefs, and do affure 
you, that I come to this Government, fully determined 
to make the Inhabitants of it eafy and happy; than which, 
nothing can recommend me more to the Continuance of his Ma- 
Zefty’s Favour. 


Bofton in New England, April 15: 
N Monday laft the 8th Inftant, his Honour our 
Lieutenant-Governor and Commander in Chief, by 
and with the Advice of his Majefty’s Council, was 
pleafed, by Proclamation, to diffolve the General Affeme 
bly of this Province, which ftood prorogued tothe 24th 
Inftant; and Writs are iffuing out for electing a new 
Affembly. From Wefterly we learn, that on the 
7th Inftant, about the Sun’s going down, Capt. Yames 
Emmot, Mafter of a Scooner belonging to Rhode Ifland, 
ftruck upon a Reef, and run on Shore there, and that 
the Captain and three more perifhed with Cold and 
Hunger, and that only one Indian Man efcaped to give 
this melancholy Account,
